According to reports from Generals Melas and Kray, 
General Macdonald was retreating towards Piftoja ; 
and by reports of perfons exploring the country, he in- 
tends'to colleét his troops at Florence, and to march to 
Leghorn, where he is faid to be charged to embark 
them. , General Viétor, who was with General Mac- 
donald’s army, has takea the road to the Riviera, by 
Borgo Val di Taro. 

On our fide, Field Marthal .Lieutenant Ott has ad- 
vanced with his divifion to Rubiera, and fent before 
him his advanced guard, under General Count Klenau, 
to the river Panaro, to cover'the roads of Spillambergo, 
Bignola and Puolo, and at the fame time the high road 
leading through Reggio, Modena and Parma. 

On the Riviera, General Moreau has alfo retreated 
from Novi; and, as all accouots uniformly ftate, di- 
rected his retreat towards Genoa. In order to give fome 
reft and eafe to our army, fatigued by fo many fucceflive 
marches, it has encamped on the Orda, occupied Novi, 
and fmall corps make incurfions towards the Bechetta 
and the valley of the Bormida. 

VIENNA—JULY 6, 

This morning, Prince Sulkowfky, and laft night, 
Cap. Nuchanz, of the Staff, arrived exprefs from I- 
taly, and two Ruffian officers, as couriers, who fet out 
for Peterfburgh, with French ftandards, and other tro- 

hies of war. 

By the firft we learn, that Fiéld-Marfhal Suwarrow 
has defeated. Generat Moreau, after a battle of three 
days ; and the citadel of Aleffandria is faid to have 
furrendered -to the allies. 

The latter brings the confirmation of the important 
intelligeace of General Moreau having been completely 
defeated and put to flight by the allies, in the Genoefe, 
after one of the bloodieft battles. Suwarrow’s dif- 
patches are dated 30th June, in the evening. To-mor- 
row the Court will publih the details.

On the 6th, a ‘Turkish flotilla arrived in the road of Acre, 
with} the auxiliary corps from the Porte under Merabut Zade,

began. that very night to land some troops.and to reinforce the 


principal forts of Acre, \ 

The enemy, aware of this reinforcement, poured a terrible 
shower of balls from all their artillery upon the fortrses, during 
the same night; on the next day, while all the troops, newly 
disembarked, were just preparing for a general sortie in con- 
cert with the garrison, they attacked a tower called Aly Burgi, 
which they had burnt.before. But all the French who pene- 
traced there, were so warmly received bythe Mussulmen, that, 
with the help of God, not one escaped the sword, not to men- 
tion the great number: killed by the well-directed fire of the 
artillery and the discharge of nasquetry of the besieged. 

Only one Frenchman was kept alive, till his deposition was

‘The following days, tili the 21st of May, the French Ge- 
neral only annoyed both the fortress and its towers, by a con- 
tinual and very brisk fire of artillery. This induced all the 
troops in the ) Ronco to a general sally, in which an immense 
number of the French were partly cut to pieces, partly dis- 
persed, and, by the help of the Almighty, so completely de- 
feated, that Buonaparte w-s forced to set fire to his own camp 
and baggage, and to retreat with the small remains of his 
troops, under cover of the night, to the environs of Jaffa— 
Ghezar Pacha ordered his cavalry to pursue the flying enemy, 
and dispatched necessary instructions to several places, to cut 
off, if possible, or obstruct the road on which the French re- 
treated. 

Meanwhile, the said Seraskier Pacha has forwarded the 
heads of thirteen French Generals and Chiefs, and of three hun- 
dred commissioned and non-commissioned officers, to the Porte, 
at Constantinople, where they arrived on the r2th June, and 
were put up the next day, agreeable to custom, in front of the 
principal gate of the Grand Signior’s Pa'ace, (Babi Humajum ) 
with an inscription of the above event, publicly exposed to the 
inhabitants of that city. 

FRENCH REPUBLIC. 
| PARIS—=JULY I4. 

Yefterday evening there was much agitation in this 
city. Crowds were collected at the Manege and Thuil- 
leries, Each party made the ufyal exclamations, but a 
ftrong armed force pofted in the garden intimidated 
them all, and prevented any diforders; befides, it rained, 
and as Petion once obferved, there are never any dif- 
turbances in Paris during bad weather. 

A prodigious quantity of tword-canes, piftols, and 
fabres, have lately been fold in Paris. A general irri- 
tation prevails in mens minds. 

27 MESSIDOR—JULY IS. 

Joubert fets out one of thefe days for Italy. 

Championet is gone to the army of the Alps with 
funds for putting it in activity. 

By a decree of the 17th day of this month, 
the Executive Directory have ordered an army to be 
formed between New Brifack and Duffeldorf, to be 
called the army of the Rhine, and General Moreau is 
to be the Commander in Chief. 

Reclamations are made in favour of Barrere, who 
was driven from the legiflative body in the 5th year as 
ineligible, becaufe he was before condemned to tranf- 
portation, by a decree of the Nationa! Convention. ‘The 
old Direétory are reproached* with having intended to 
imprifon him in the Ifle of Rhe, that he might be af- 
terwards tranfported to Cayenne. 

The annniverfary of the 14th July was yelterday 
celebrated with great folemnity. The firft Magiftrates 
of the Republic proceeded to the Champ de Mars, ac- 
companied by an immenfe multitude of citizens. They 
all repeated, with enthufiafm, the oath to make the Re- 
public triumph over all its enemies. 

Military evolutions formed the principal ornaments. 
This was the firft time the new Direétory had appeared 
in public. 

New events are ftill expe&ed. The actual fituation 
of feveral men who {ill great places is not yet reckoned 
definitive. A proof of thie may be drawn from the 
opinion of Real, who has faid that “ the day of the 
3oth Prairial was merely the revolution of a feraglio, 
and the work of fomeeunitchs.” 

29 MESS$IDOR——JULY 17. 

Gereral Hatry, who commands our troops on the 
frontiers of Piedmont, has written that they have been 
in the moft abfolute privation fince the evacuation of 
Italy, without cloaths and pay. Meafures have been 
taken to remedy this grievance. 

‘General Macdonald is.arrived at Piftoia, in Tufcany. 
He has caufed the principal paflages of the Appennines 
to be occupied by fome corps, fo that he is free from 
moleftation. The General has detached fome corps 
towards the Bolognefe and the March of Ancona, both 
menaced by the Ruflians. 

The Council of Five Hundred have yelterday ad- 
mitted the denunciation again{t the four Ex-directors, 
Merlin, Treilhard, Reubell, and Lepaux. 

The Direétory learnt, officially, yefterday, the junc- 
tion of Macdonald and Moreau. Joubert had fet out 
in the morning ; a courier was fent'after him with the 
fortunate news.

from Suwarrow, with difpatches to the 30th of June, 
inclufive, ftating, that, after three. days hard fighting, 
he had fucceeded in defeating Moreau, who was re- 
tiring to Genoa. No mention is made of his having 
received any frefh troops, nor of his having been joined 
by Macponatp. Macponacp, the Vienna Gazette 
fays, is retreating towards Piltoia, with an intention to 
collet his troops at Florence, and proceed to Leghorn. 

General Vicror’s divifion has retaken the road to 
the Riviere of Genoa by Borgo Val di /Taro. A 
{trong Rufhan cotps has, it is faid, made a defcent 
above Ancona, which place was to be vigouroully at- 
tacked both by fea and land; fome accounts fay that 
it has been taken. It is SuwARROW’s intention to 
make an attack upon the {trong mountain pafs of the 
Bochetta, which is the key to Genoa In 1746 the 
Tmperialifts took it by ftorm, and foon afterwards made 
thomfelves maiters of Genoa.

The heads of 13 Generals and 300 inferior officers 
have been fent to Conftantinople where they have been 
exhibited in public.

From the armies in Italy they bring an account which 
they flate to be an official one, of Moreau and Mac- 
DONALD having at latt cffected a junétion. _ No details 
are given of that event ; nor of the place where the junc- 
tion was effected. It is probable that it took place at 
Genoa. Macponaun retreated by the way of Piftoia; 
in attempting to gain one of the principal paffes, of the 
Appenines, a warm contelt enfued-with an Auftrian 
corps which is faid ta have Idft 600 ten.”

In Holland confiderable apprehenfions are entertain 
ed with refpect to the fecret expedition, and anonymous 
letters have been fent to the Legiflature, accufing one 
of the Direétors of holding a correfpondence with the 
Eaglifh. Preparations are making ip various points to 
tefift invafion ; bit 20,000 more men are wanted. 

But the moft important article, if it be true, in the 
Paris papers, is one in the Ami des’Lois and the Mo- 
niteut, of the. 19th init. pofitively aflerting, * that the 
King of Pruflia has retufed the «Ruffians a’ paflage 
through his territories, and has given the French Re- 
public freth marks of his confidence-by withdrawing:a 
part of the troops which kept the line of demarcation.” 

A paper of the next day (the 2oth inft.) ftates, on 
the contrary, the permiffion given to the Ruffian troops 
to pals through the Pruflian territories, as an argument 
in proof of Pruflia having joined the coalition.

4. That the Members of the present Meeting, and all 
Sheep Farmers within the counties of Inverness, Koss, and 
Sutherland, shall hereafter, for every parcel of sheep they de- 
liyer to a purchaser, or drive themselves from their farms for 
sale, give or send a certificate under the hand of tite owner, or 
his manager, stating the number and kinds of sheep where of 
the ae com with the marks wherchy they are distin- 
ishable, and certifying (as the fact may be) that they have 
en fairly sold to the person or persons it whose custody they 
may be, or are driving on account of the proprietor for mar- 
ket, or otherwise (as the case may be); and to prevent the risk

or to require the production of such certificates, and 
upon failure, to bring the party before the next magistrates for 
examination; and certifyryng them, that if proof can be 
brought of their being remiss or begligent in the execution of 
their. duty, that they shall’be liable to prosecution and fine for 
such neglect. .
